Washington, March 22.—(Special.)—

discussion was opened this morning 
to a full house and crowded galleries. There 
was nothing exciting in the debate today, 
and there were no speeches that could be 
designated great. 

Mr. Biand opened the debate in favor 
of the bill. It was an able speech but the 
Missouri man’s delivery is so bad that the 
speech did not have the impression upou 
his hearers thet its preparation deserves, 

George Fred Williams, of Massachusetts, 
opened the debate for the opposition. He 
js quite a pretty oratorical talker, but 
there was little in his argument. The 
other speeches of the day were not great 
by any means, and towards evening the 
interest in the debate lagged very much. 

The Keal Fight. 

The real fight on the silver question will 
begin when the motion for the previous 
question is made. Unless they have some 
reason to change their minds between now 
and then, the anti-silver men will at once 
begin a filibuster, and the chances are that 
they will be able to exhaust all the time 
of this special order without permit- 
ting a direct vote on the bill. A number 
of substitute propositions will be submitted, 
and after they have been exhausted, mo- 
tions to take arrecess, to adjourn, and 
a series of other’ dilatory motions 
will: probably be made. After the 
time of the special order has thus been 
consumed, the bill will go back to the cal- 
endar, With no greater privilege than any 
other measure. This is what is expected 
to appen, and it ha 
to happen, and it has been taken into con- 
sideration ‘n the plans of silver men. They 
have assurance satisfactory to them that 
if this order expires without a direct vote 
on the bill having been had, the committee 
on rules will report another resolution fixing 
another special order with a provision for 
the immediate ordering of the previous 
question. This will put an end to all fili- 
bustering and secure a vote on the bill, so 
that votes are all that will count in the 
end. 

Outside Influence at Work. 

A considerable amount of outside , influ- 
ence js being brought to bear to effect the 
Av large number of long petitions 
from business men opposing the bill have 
been presented through the. petition box 
and a great many bankers and other busi- 
ness men from New York and Philadelphia 
were about the capitol yesterday.

“This bill,’ said Mr. Bland, in opening. 


the discussion, “proposes to go back a 
hundred years in the matter of coinage. It 
Was just a hundred years ago that the wise 
founders of this government adopted what 
we call ‘the double standard.’ They pro- 
vided for the coinage of gold and silver 
Without limit at the mints of the United 
States,that silver should be coined the same 
as gold, should have the same advantages 
aud the same recognition. The silver dol- 
lar should consist of 3714-16 grains of 
silver—precisely the dollar of silver that 
is called for in this bill. This bill provides 
that gold and silver shall be coined at the 
Tatio fixed by the act of 1837, which was 
called ‘the ratio of sixteen to one,’ or more, 
exactly it is 15.08 to one. This bill pro- 
vides that gold and silver shall be equal at 
the mints. (Applause.) 

“In order that this equality should be 
priseryed, it is necessary that silver 
should be put on the same plane in regard 
to the issue of certificates at the mint as 
gold. ‘Souay the law provides that gold 
bullion may be taken to a mint of the 
United States and certificates issued to 
the owner, or that he way be paid for it in 
money. He is not required to wait for its 
coinage.”’ 

M- Tlend here sent to the clerk’s desk 
& letter from the director of the mint, 
dated March 16, 1892, stating that the cost 
of the coinage of silver would be about a 
cent aud a half per dollar, and that forty- 
five million dollars in round figures could be 
coined every year.

Mr. Bland denounced the periodic at- 
tempts made for international conferences 
and international agreements every time 
free coinage of silver is proposed. ‘Are 
we to be shackled here,” he asked, “by the 
apathy of the governments of other na- 
tions? Is our financial system to be regu- 
lated—not by our own ideas of justice and 
our own conveniences, but by the con- 
veniences of other nations? (Applause.) 

“The moment this government declares 
for the free coinage of silver, other com- 
mercial nations, too, will solve that ques- 
tion. Self-interest will compel them to do 
so. The restoration of silver here means 
the restoration of it everywhere—the world 
over. (Applause,) Gold and silver have 
been the servants of civilization since civi- 
lization began; they are twin brothers, 
and when you seyer their ligature both are 
dead. Before gold can leave this country, 
there must be some other form of money to 
take its place. It cannot disappear until 
some other money takes its place. The mo- 
ment you restore silver, if gold is taken 
from circulation, prices will go down in 
proportion, and Be necessitates money 
from abroad ‘to purchase commodities 
here that go down because of the contrac- 
tion of money. Wverything will be cheap. 
The man who holds his gold is dale 
holding it for silver; for silver will take the 
channels of circylation. Gold is a tyrant. 
Gold won't tolefate any competition. He 
must dominate,.or he will have nothing 
to do with yowr finances. Let silver be 
coined once, and see what the result will 
be then. You -can bring him to the level 
of the commown people of this country. (Ap- 
plause.) To we level of silver, where he 
ought to be. You may have to pay a lit- 
tle more if you have the two metals at 
par, but let us remember that, as a rule, 
when money is plentiful, prices are good. 
You may have to pay a little more for 
labor; after all it is only money. Wall 
street is today demonetizing labor, and 
wheat and cotton. This bill demonetizes 
them all. (Applause.) 

“Standing here without regard to party 
exigency or party applause, looking beyond 
the arena to the great mass of American 
people, he looked it in the face and appeal- 
ed from this hall to the people. This silver 
question was one that would not down, 
because it was one that the American peo- 
ple well understood.” (Applause.) 

In conclusion, Mr. Bland said: 

“I appeal to the gentlemen on this floor 
to lay aside every idea of party exigency; 
every idea but that which is right and 
just, and to cast their votes according to 
the dictates of their own consciences and 
to pledges they made to the great produc- 
tive masses of this country. If they do 
that this bill is safe; this cause is won.” 
(Applause.) 

At the conclusion of Mr. Bland’s speech, 
Mr. Taylor, of Dlinois. on the republican 
side, objected to Mr. Williams, democratic 
opponent of free coinage, opening the dis- 
cussion in opposition to the bill. 

“The majority of the minority of the coin- 
age committee,”’ said he, “desire me to open 
the discussion for the only party that is op- 
posed to this measure.” (Derisive laughter 
from the republican side.) 

The speaker held that the views of the 
minority and the substitute of the minority 
having been presented by Mr. Williams, 
all precedents gave that gentleman the 
privilege of opening the discussion in oppo- 
sition to the bill. 

Mr. Boutelle said he would deprecate any, 
recegnition of Mr. Wihiams -representing 
the majority side of the opponents of silver 
in the house. ~~" 

In his opening remarks, Mr. Williams 
said that he trusted he would be found to 
represent not only the minority of the com- 
mittee, but “the majoritv of the minoritv 
of the committee” as well. “I am acting,” 
he said, “in behalf of a cause which, so far 
as I know, knows no party, but is a mere 
question of patriotism on both sides. (Ap- 
plause.) Now, who now draws the. party 
line upon the merits of this question does 
not represent his cause. He represents him- 
self or his party, but he does not represent 
the true interests of the great American 
commonwealth.” (Applause.)

Colonel Tom Winn, of Georgia, delivered 
his maiden speech as a congressman to- 
night. It was in favor of the Bland free 
coinage bill. He spoke thirty minutes and 
was listened to by a crowded house and 
galleries. Colonel Winn surprised even 
his friends in his manner of delivery. H»« 
is an orator of no mean ability. His 
speech was well prepared and his argu- 
ment convincing. He has devoted much 
study to the silver question, and demon- 
strated that the depressed condition of the 
farmer was attributed to the congested 
circulating. medium. He 
the free coinage of silver would add from 
twenty-five to thirty million of currency 
more than is being added under the present 
law to the’ circulating medium of the 
country, and would tend largely to remedy 
the present evils of our system of finance. 

Other speeches were made by Messrs. 
Harter, Tracey, Rayner and others.

A HORRIBLE STORY 


Told About the Habersham County 
Prison Management. 


THE GRAND JURY'S PRESENTMENTS 


Charge That Licentiousness Reigns 
Within the Building. 


THE ALLEGED SLAYERS OF MR. CHURCH 


Declared to Have Converted the Jail into 
e Brothel, with the Full Knowl- 
edge of tho Jailer. 


Clarksville, Ga. March 22nd.—(Special.) 
The grand jury which closed its labors 
Friday has presented to the public, 
through its indictments, some startling 
revelations. 

The Woman in the Case. 

There are some lewd women in the 
jail, charged with the murder of Alexan- 
der Church, postmaster at Mt. Airy, last 
December, and the jailor, Cran Powers, 
had been allowing various parties, it 
seems, to visit these females in their cells, 
and all the parties and the women have 
been indicted for their conduct in the 
jail. The jailer is indicted for keeping a 
lewd house. 

An Atlanta Man Implicated. 

One of the parties, Samuel Hassel, of 
Atlanta, and who is out on bond charged 
along with the women with the murder 
of Church, is among the number present- 
ed by the grand jury for his doings in 
the jail. Others whose characters here- 
tofore have been considered good are in 
imminent danger of judicial investiga- 
tion of their conduct while visiting the 
jail. 

A Hard Record. 

This county has had a good deal of 
trouble with its officers and quite. a 
number of these have been indicted and 
convicted for various malpractices and 
embezzlements in their official conduct. 
The county is now in debt with no money 
to meet current expenses, and citizens 
who served the county at this term of 
court had to go home without the stipend 
allowed them. 

All in all, Habersham seems to be 
under the shadow again. 

The people ought to rise in their indig- 
nation and turn out these unfaithful 
servants at the next election. They must 
show the world that corruption in high 
places cannot exist within their midst. 


THERE’S FUN IN WISCONSIN. 


The Supreme Court Decides the New. Ap. 
portionment Law Unconstitutional. 

Madison, Wis., March 22.—The supreme 
court has decided the apportionment and 
redistricting bill passed by the last legis- 
lature as unconstitutional. The decision of 
the court was unanimous. It held that the 
constitution ordains that an assembly dis- 
district shall be bounded by county, pre- 
cinct, town or ward lines. Since no as- 
sembly district can lawfully be formed 
which includes territory in two or more 
counties, unless the whole of such counties 
are included therein, so that the district is 
bounded entirely by county lines, a consti- 
tutional assembly district cannot be 
formed which includes within its limits 
fractions ‘of two or more counties, or one 
county and a fraction of another county, 
for in either case the integrity of county 
lines would be violated if a county is dis- 
membered. Chapter 482, laws of 181, 
attempts thus to dismember about twenty 
counties. 


districts shall be formed and members of 
the two branches of the legislature appor- 


ants, because the county is primarily a ter- 
ritorial unit in the formation of assembly 
districts, aud members of the assembly must 


first be apportioned by counties to single, 
districts containing 


two or more counties. 
The provision of the constitution as applied 
to the formation «f assembly districts 
means primarily that there must be some 
substantial equality of representation in 
proportion to population as between all the 
different counties and districts containing 
two or mere counties. 

The apportionment of the state into as- 
sembly districts is an entire process. To 
a greater or less extent, each part of an 
apportionment act is affected by and de- 
pendent upon every other part thereof. 

I‘or this reason, it is impossible to ex- 
punge from Chapter 482 the portions which 
violate the constitutional requirements 
and sustain the balance of the act as a 
valid Jaw. Hence, the whole act is null 
and void, and, consequently, is not a legal 
basis for issue and the publication by the 
secretary of state of notices of election of 
members of the legislature. 


TRULY, A GREAT LOSS. 


A Lot of Public Documents Burned at the 
Capitol in Washington. 

Washington, March 22.—A fire occured in 
the folding room of the house of representa- 
tive about 7 o’clock this evening, which de- 
troyed a large number of public documents, 
mostly agricultural reports and memorial ad- 
dresses, which had been prepared for mailing 
to different parts of the country. The fire de- 
partment was promptly on hand and 
soon nad the fire under control. 
In accomplishing this the office and 
corridors, which were closely packed 
with documents, were flooded to the depth of 
several inches, and the dense smoke caused 


| thereby permeated the entire building, includ- 


ing the house of representatives. It took 
tointerupt the proceedings of the evening 
The origin of the fire is 
unknown, but is supposed to have been the 
carelessness of an e:nploye in negiecting to ex- 
tinguish a candle or a lighted cigar dropped on 
the floor among some loose papers. Loss esti- 
mated at $15,000.

Austin, Tex., March 22.—Horace Chil- 
ton has. addressed a letter to a caucus of 
his friends. announcing his withdrawal 
from the race for United States senator, 
thus leaving the field clear for R. Q. 
Mills to pass from the lower to the upper 
branch of congress. Senator Chilton as- 
signs as his only reason for withdrawing 
that he finds the total vote of his friends 
in the legislature will not be sufficient to 
elect him, and he does not want to et:

DR. AGNEW IS DEAD. 


The Celebrated Physician Breathed His 
' Last Yesterday. 


Philadelphia, March 22.—(Special.)—Dr. 
D. Hayes Agnew, the famous physician 
and surgeon, died this afternoon of a com- 
plication of diseases, principally bronchial. 

Dr. Agnew is kmown the world over for 
the part he has played in the professions 
of medicine and surgery. He has perhaps 
thrown more light apon the mysterious art 
and science of anatomy and surgery than 
any other single American physician. 

Dr. Agnew was born in Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, in 1818. His father 
before him was a doctor. He began his 
education at Moscow, going from there to 
Jefferson college, and Cannonsburg, Pa. 
His medical trainimg was obtained at the 
University of Pennsylvania, and he began 
practicing medicine as a country doctor. 
He afterwards removed to Philadelphia. 

Dr. Agnew has filled several chairs in 
medical colleges, among which was _ the 
chair of operative surgery in the celebrated 
University of Pennsybrania. 

He has contributed several valuable pub- 
lications to the profession of surgery. 

He was called as principal physician to 
attend President Garfield when the presi- 
dent was shot by Guiteau. 

A great surgeon and physician is lost 
to the professidn by the death of Dr. 
Agnew.

A Recelvership Would Absolutely De- 
stroy the Central. 


SUCH IS THE OPINION OF THE PUBLIC, 


It Should Be Reorganized Under 
Its Directors. 


EMPLOYES TO BE PAID OFF SOON. 


The Lease and Guarantee Bond Are 
Properly Signed and Safely Kept. 
Other Matters. 


The Central's employes will get their 
February pay in a few days. 

General Superintendent McBee stated 
positively yesterday that the employes 
will be paid off just as soon as Judge 
Speer passes an order saying who shall 
do the paying. The receiver ordered the 
Danville not to pay out any money on 
the Central's account and the revenue 
which was received from the Central was 
placed in the Atlanta National bank to 
the credit of Receiver Alexander. Judge 
Speer can straighten out the affairs and 
he is expected to do it tomorrow. The 
Richmond and Danville officials wish it 
to- be clearly understood that their road 
is not trying to hold up the employes” 
pay. 

Information was received in Atlanta 
that Judge Pardee, of New Orleans, will 
certainly be at Macon tomorrow unless 
there is some providential interference. 
Judge Speer is anxious for him to pre- 
side when the receivership case comes up 
and the minority stockholders are per 
fectly satisfied because they feel that 
Judge Pardee will be reluctant about 
plunging the Central into a permanent 
receivership unless there is some great 
necessity which does not now appear. 

The interest which the members of 
the bar take in the case is unusual. And 
any one would be impressed by the unan- 
imity of opinion that the appointment 
of a permanent receivership would be 
absurd. Mrs. Clark asRed for a receiver 
in order to get the control of the Central 
out of the hands of the Richmond and 
Danville. Now that the Danville offers 
to surrender the lease the property natu® 
ally reverts to the directors which is 
exactly the final result aimed at by the 
Charleston lady. Authorities agree that 
courts should exercise the greatest cau- 
tion in placing a railroad company in 
the hands of a receiver. One writer says 
that the necessity for great care is obliga- 
tory upon a judge. Receiverships.gener- 
ally mean wrecking. | 

Mr Edward MelIntyre, the Central’s 
ex-comptroller, says that the property run 
as an independent system under a good 
directory with an economical adminis- 
tration can make dividends right along 
after paying the fixed charges. Mr. Me- 
Intyre is probably the best authority who 
could speak on this point. The Central’s 
net earnings including the steamships 
and bank and the income from invest- 
ments were $2,345,165.50 for the year 
exrding June 30, 1890. While the road 
paid 8 per cent that year it really earned 
only about 51-2 per cent above its fixed 
charges. 

It may take three months to put the 
Centraé property squarely on its feet, 
and the fact that the summer season is 
coming on with its dull trafic may cause 
a conservative board of directors to pass 
the June dividend, but by December it 
could casily pay a 3 per cent semi-annual. 

“It is easily seen why the Central can 
make money as an independent system 
when the Danville could not make money 
out of it,” said a minority stockholder. 


took hold of the Central property there 
has been a growing sentiment against the 
system. I know of many instances where 
old friends of the Central have given 
their patronage to other lines because of 
their resentment aguinst the Danville. 
The East Tennessee and the Savannah, 
Florida and Western have been great 
gainers through this feeling. In a few 
months the Central would regain the 
good will which it lost and get back all 
its traffic. An alliance with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville would be extremely 
advantageous to the Central. Sooner or 
later the Louisville and Nashville will 
get to the Atlantic coast and the Central 
had better make a traffic combination 
with it than let it get to the seaboard 
over some @ther line. I have great faith 
in the old Central. For long years it was 
the pride of Georgia. We used to abuse 
it for being powerful and, as we thought, 
oppressive, but everybody would be glad 
to see those old days returh.” 

Parties who are in a position to know 
pretty nearly what the feeling is on the 
inside of the Danville board state that 
there can be no doubt that the interest 
now controlling that company really wish 
to let the Central go. They are tired of 
the eternal legislation against them. The 
Danyille will do better by itself than 
with the Central. There will not be so 
much of that resentment against it on 
account of its being a great monopoly. 

The Danville is not going to find it such 
an easy matter to let go of the Central. 
There will probably be a heavy suit for 
damages and an injunction against the 
42,000 shares being voted. However, if 
the court places the Central back in the 
hands of its directors and the system 
does even fairly well independently many 
matters can be adjusted outside the 
courts. Upon the Danville’s attitude in 
Macon tomorrow and hereafter will 
depend in great part the course of the 
Central's directors towards it. The Cen- 
tral’s board, which meets in Savannah 
4 today, is expected to reinstruct its coun- 
sel. The impression was current yester- 
day that the directors will refuse to accept 
the surrender of the lease uncondition- 
ally. They will also oppose a permanent 
receiver_and ask that the property 
be restored to them and the Danville be 
held accountable for all damage their 
property has sustained by reason of the 
breaking of the lease. 

No dissent was heard at all yesterday 
to the restoration of the Central to its 
directory while there is strong opposition 
to a permanent receivership.

LANDERS RPIDEMIC. 


A Startling Letter Received from a 
Veterinary Surgeon, 


PHOSPHATE FOUND ON THE OGEECHEE. 


‘Tfie Election of Captain Clark, of the 


Richmond Hussars, to the Command 
of His Battalion Announced. 


That scourge of live stocks, the glanders, is 
doing its deadly work among horses and mules 
in the state. 

The disease was brought in by drovers who 
sold diseased stock regardless of consequences, 
and an epidemic of glanders is threatened. 

Upon the appeal of a Coffee county farmer 
Colonel R.}T. Nesbitt, commissioner of agri- 
culture, sent Dr. Db. O. Lyons, of Macon, a 
yeterinary surgeon, toan infected district to 
investigate and report the situation. Dr. 
Lyon’s letter reveals a startling state of affairs. 

It is as follows: 

Macon, Ga., March 19, 1892.—Hon. R. L. Nesbitt, 
Commissioner of Agriculture. Dear Sir: In 
obedience to yours of the 14th instant, I went to 
the plantation of Mr, Samuel Harrall, ten miles 
“rom Pearson station, in Coffee county, to investi- 
gate the disease among his stock. The horse de- 
scribed in his letter was dead whenlI got there. 
The two mules, his only remaining stock, had 
well-developed cases of glanders, both of which 
he killed and cremated. The horse which was 
first to develop the disease was bought in January 
Jast from an itinerant trader from Texas. I 
Jearn there were about thirty in the drove, which 
were sold in this vicinity, but as far asl could 
learn no other cases have de- 
veloped. It has been singularly fortunate 
that the many cases of glanders that bave de- 
veloped in this central and southern portion of 
the state have all been isolated from other stock, 
and the disease bas been checked by the destruc- 
tion of the animals affected. It has been no less 
remarkable that the owners, in the absence of any 
compulsery law, have consented to kill them. 

I would most respectfully recommend some leg- 
islation in this matter that would fix a penalty on 
the traffic of glandered stock and make it com- 
pulsory on the part of owners to destroy them. It 
also Suggests itself to me that a minimum recom- 
pense would be just to parties  sacri- 
ficing their stock for the protection of 
their neighbors’. .It certainly is a_ great 
hardship for an_ individual to sacrifice all 
his stock without having the means to replace 
it. Mr. Harrall 1s left without a single shorse 
ormule to start the season’s planting. Also the 
easeof Mr. Vate, of Sumner, a short distance 
from the last cases mentioned who sacrificed six 
head of valuable stock in order to protect his 
os ghbors from los8, while some unscrupulous 

alers are selling the diseased stock aud spread- 
the seeds of contagion over the entire state.

Phosphate Discovered in the Ogeechee. 

Phosphate deposits tave been discovered in 
the Big Ogeechee river. For along time it 
las been predicted that phosphate mining 
would be an important industry in Georgia, 
and a number of comties have claimed the 
honor of concealing the coveted deposit in 
their soil. 

The legislature ir 1885 passed a law provid 
ing liberal privileges for phosphate mining in 
the rivers of the state, and a number of 
licenses have been taken out, but so far noth- 
ing of any consequence has been done. 

Now, however, a company engaged in oys- 
ter culture reportsa phosphate find which it 
is believed will amount to something. The 
following letter was received at the office of 
the secretary of state yesterday: 

Savannah, Ga.,. March 21.—Dear Sir: The 
Oemler Oyster Company, a corporation doing 
business in Chatham county, has discovered 
phosphate in the Big Ogeechee river at a point 
about 1,700 yards*from the middle of the Grea 
Buzzard hammock, on a course south 49 degrees 
west, the triangulation point, Dead Pine, 
being from this point south 47 east, aud Roger’s 
chimney (both designated on the United States 
coast suryv ey) north 76 west. 

The company applies for a license under the 

ee of the act for encouraging the search 

or phosphate deposits approved October 5, 1885.

Tie lieutenant colonel-elect is a man of fine 
presence, in the prime of life and is univer- 
sally considered a fine offlcer. He has handled 
his own company superbly and his successor 
will have a-hard place to fill. 

Lieutenant Colonel Clark will undergo an 
examination before receiving a commission, 
and Lieutenant I. C. Levy, of the first bat- 
talion of infantry, has been appointed to ex- 
amine him.

THEY COULDN'T SEE IT. 


A Jury Renders Two Verdicts in Favor of a 
Ralliroad. 


The cases of Cornelia Wood against the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Rail- 

way. Company, and J. W. Wood against 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railway Company which were taken up in 
the city court on Monday morning were 
completed on yesterday. Cornelia Wood, 
the plaintiff in the first case, complained 
that she was a passenger on one of the 
trains of the defendant, and that notwith- 
standing she had paid her fare, the conduc- 
tor refused to allow her to continue her 
passage, and that he stopped the train and 
ejected her in an unfrequented and danger- 
ous spot, and accompanied the ejection with 
abuse, profanity and personal violence, 
knocking her down and injuring her se- 
verely. 

The railroad defended the suit on the 
cround that, although the conductor did 
eject her and strike her, he was justifiable 
in so doing by her conduct, she being the 
augeressor, 

The jury was out but a short while and 
returned « verdict in favor of the railroad 
company, both in this case and in the case 
of J. W. Wood, the husband of Cornelia 
Ww ood, and who sued for his wife’s in- 
juries. 

The plaintiffs were represented by 
Messrs. HIlaygood, Lovett & Plver, and 
the railrond by Messrs. Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell.

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Compulsory Education. 


The Courier-Journal has an article on 
compulsory education in which it gives 
some very sound arguments against the 
plan. It declares with truth that compul- 
sory edueation ignores the rights and 
sets aside the judgment of parents, 
forcing the child to violate its duties to 
these parents. It puts the government 
above the family, and maintains that the 
management of the state is wiser, more 
just, more beneficent and more conducive 
to the general welfare than the govern- 
ment of the family, upon which all gov- 
ernment rests, and from which all good 
government springs. 

The truth of this is undeniable, but 
the fact remains that a number of states 
have adopted compulsory education, and 
all of them have taken the first step in 
that direction. This first step is the pub- 
lic school system, and it is a long one. 
When the right of a state, as a state, 
to educate its children is once conceded, 
the right becomes a duty, and the duty 
goes far beyond the conception of the 
right. Admit that the state should edu- 
cate its children and the admission will 
be found to logically cover compulsory 
education. To provide the means of edu- 
cation, and leave the matter there would 
be an extremely illogical proceeding. 
Having provided the means it follows 
that children should be compelled to take 
advantage of it. 

We presume The Courier-Journs™® is 
preparing to oppose compulsory educa- 
tion. At least we trust so. The Issue 
will be made in Kentucky as well as 
in Georgia after awhile. In order to 
fight it successfully the people will have 
to go back to first principles and reim- 
bibe some very old but very sound ideas 
in regard to parental responsibility and 
individual liberty.

It is apparent that the chancellor has 
as much pride and spirit as his royal 
master. He does not propose to be bullied 
or insulted, and the emperor must treat 
him with proper courtesy or he will 
throw off the livery of office regardless 
of the consequences. 

The young autocrat saw that he had 
gone too far, and his babyish plea of 
sickness is, under the circumstances, a 
complete apology, and an urgent appeal. 

Doubtless, there is something in this 
excuse, and it may account for many 
strange words and actions of the German 
ruler. lor some time past his speeches 
have been hardly consistent with sanity. 
His conciliatory course towards Von 
Caprivi shows that his sober second 
thought sometimes asserts itself, and it 
is to be hoped that it will make itself felt 
in his future conduct. The policy of a 
great empire should not be dictated by 
an irresponsible invalid.

The Sun is 
for Hill and The World for Hill as against 
the candidate of the May convention. 

Take Chicago. Not one single democratic 
paper there is for Cleveland. The Herald is 
not only opposed to Cleveland, but is favor- 
able tu Hill if a western man cannot get the 
nomination. 

In St. Louls, the democratic press is 
agalist Cleveland and Hill both. 

In Cincinnati, the great democratic paper, 
The Enquirer, is for Hill. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer, The New York 
Word and The New York Sun combined have 
more circulation than all the democratic 
papers north of the Ohio and Potomac sup- 
porting Cleveland. 

In the south, how is it in Alabama? Of 
the morning dailies, The Age-Herald and 
Selma Times-Mail are for Hill; The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser, Eufaula Times and Annis- 
ton Hot-Blast are for Cleveland. Of the 
evening papers, The Anniston News, Mont- 
gomery Journal and Selma Journal are for 
Hill; The Birmingham News and Mobile 
News for Cleveland. 

Among the weekly papers, Hill fairly di- 
vides the support with Cleveland, nuotwith- 
standing the editors’ long habit of training 
with The Montgomery Advertiser. In point 
of circulation, the Hill weekly papers are far 
ahead of their Cleveland contemporaries, The 
Weekly Age-Herald and The Alliance Herald 
together having: more than any fifteen of the 
Cleveland papers combined. 

In Georgia, The Atlanta Constitution, The 
Augusta Chronicle and Americus Times-Re- 
corder are for Hill, with more circulation 
than any three Cleveland papers. The 
weekly circulation of the first named is more 
than the combined circulation of all the 
Cleveland papers in Georgia and Alabama 
put together. 

With the exception of Tennessee, the same 
state of facts exists. In Kentucky, The 
Courier-Journal has proclaimed the impossi- 
bility of Cleveland. As between Hill and 
Cleveland, the former has as many advocates 
as the latter among the newspapers, while 
scores of papers are against them both in 
favor of a western man. This class, with the 
exception of The St. Louis Republic, are in 
an attitude to fall back on Hill, but not on 
Cleveland in any event.

Hill and Free Silver.

Cleveland is on record as a pronounced 
enemy of free silver coinage, and were he 
president he would veto such a bill were it 
passed. Mills favors keeping the silver issue 
in the background and out of the national 
democratic platform, solely on the ground of 
political expendiency. With these notorious 
facts staring them full in the face, the ad- 
herents of Cleveland and Mills in Texas pro- 
fess to be greatly troubled because Senator 
Hill in his address in the south has not made 
the coinage question the alpha and omega of 
his brief addresses. Thev accuse Hill of 
stracd bing the question. Because he failed to 
prononnce for the ruinous policy incorpo- 
rated in the Bland bill they boil over with 
indisnaticn. Here is inconsistency for you. 
If they are for the free and unlimited coinage 
of the white metal, why do they pin their 
faith to Grover Cleveland and Roger Q. 
Mills? 

Senator Hill stated his position on the silver 
question clearly and explicitly in his speech 
before the state democratic convention at 
Albany, und that was generally printed in 
the newspapers. There was no _ dubious 
language in that speech; it was straight to 
the point, and the doubts of the senator’s 
position can arise only from lack of memory 
or ignorance. 

There was once a time when it was enough 
for a man to say, “I am a democrat,’’ to 
sat-sfy all sincere democrats of his orthodoxy 
and loyalty; it should be so still. Loyalty to 
party principles should be a sufficient test, 
not adherence to the particular hobby of 
some stuffed prophet who assumes to be the 
party and dictates its policy. Hill is not so 
presumptuous, but contents himself with the 
plain and manly declaration, “I am a demo- 
erat’’ No one can suspect him of being a 
mugwump or a tender-foot, in view of the 
proof he has given of devotion to democratic 
principles. The national convention is left to 
name the platform. It is only hoped that on 
questions of policy it will be as wise and 
conservative as are the views of David Bb.

His opponent 
drew two cards, and plunked in a cool $100 
to start the pot. Morgan, with the most im- 
perturbable placidity of countenance imagin- 
able, saw the hundred and went three better. 
The two-card man fumbled his hand fully five 
minutes and then threw it, face up, to the 
middle of the table, revealing three fat kings, 
Soon after this play Morgan drew one card to 
a pair of sevens and a pair of nines, catching 
the third nine. Another man in the ganie 
drew three cards and plunged at Morgan. 
The general eyed his adversary with that 
cold, stony stare that made his look frightful, 
and cvolly laid down his hand, though the bet 
was only $30. The other man was so excited 
that he had to show his hand, which con- 
tained three queens and two ten spots. 
Forrest played exactly the same kind of 
game, and so did Shetby when he could get 
enough money or collateral. They 
their battles on the same principles. ey 
knew when and whom to bluff and when to 
rub.”’

Presents Some Interesting Facts About Cot- 
ton and Cotton Culture. 
The following letter from ex-Governor R. B. 


Bullock will be read with interes? by the people 
of the south: 


Editor Constitution: There are two edi- 
torials in your edition of Sunday so startling 
in ihe economic facts they present that I 
beg un opportunity to recall public attention 
to them.-and to submit a few words in the 
way of suggestion. 

Under the heading, ‘‘The South's Mistake,”’ 
you cnote a statement that the difference be- 
tween the money value of our raw cotton as 
We sell it, and the seme when wrought into 
fabrics is an annual average of eight hundred 
million dollars. On this you wisely say: 

It staggers the average intellect to at- 
tempi to figure out the sum total of the 
thormous wealth which the south has thrown 
mto the hands of the manufacturing com- 
miuu:ties of the northern states and the old 
World. 

“it is not too late to make an effort to keep 

S money at home. The southern people 
heed all the profit that can be made out of 
cotton, and it is evident that the surest way 
to get it is to manufacture our raw material 
here at home in sight of the cotton fields.” 

I beg to remark that Mr. Cleveland's 
free trade policy is not one that will lead us 
fo that high plane of profitable independence. 

h the other editorial, ‘‘Where the Money 
Is,” you give your readers the following 
astounding figures: 

“The statistics furnished by the comptroller 
Of the currency of the current year for 1891 
show in the east a per capita of loanable 
funds. from. $80.70 in New Jersey to $361.72 
In Rhode Island, while the south has only 
from $6.56 in Arkansas to $40.90 in 
Louisiana. The comptroller’s report shows 
that the eleven eastern states contain $3,737,- 
$12.013 of the country’s gross amount of 
loanable funds, $5,840,438,191, or nearly 64 
per cent, while eleven southern states have 
only a little over 8 per cent, and the remain- 
oa, (wenty-seven states have about 33 per 
ent.

But has not the time arrived 
when that senseless bugaboo can be disr@ 
garded, while we make haste to put our- 
selves in line with that ype are policy 
which makes the north and west rich while 
we bankrunt ourselves raising raw material? 

We can maintain the safety of our local and 
Aomestic affairs in the future as in the past 
by unitine the intelligent, tax-paying elements 
agains’ the ignorant and vicious. But it ts 
wise or patriotic to use those influences 
united with the slums of the great northern 
cities te maintain a national policy undgr 
which the south will oontinue forever on &a 
4 cent an acre basis. 

The farmers-are the chief sufferers, and as 
they are an intelligent class who think and 
set independently, you may be sure, Mr. 
Editor. than the frantic cry for democratic 
unity will not much longer hold them back 
from economic proses. while the road to 
it is ¢» plainly marked as in your able edi- 
toriais.

A CAR OF BEEF 


Causes a Lively Controversy to Spring Up. 
The Case in Point. 

It takes.a lawyer, with all the astuteness 
of a Philadelphia attorney, to tell just 
what is meant by some of the acts of the 
Georgia legislature. 

Here’s an illustration of this statement. 

There’s a Georgia law taxing packing 
houses doing a cold storage business $500. 
Three firms have paid this tax under pro- 
test. They yet intend to institute suit 
against the tax collector to recover the tax. 

It developed last week that Mr. N. C. 
Royster, representing George Fowler, Son 
& Co. limited, of Kansas City, had come 
here and had taken orders for just such 
goods as the three firms aforesaid are 
taxed for selling. There was this differ: 
ence, however. Mr. Royster did not have 


a warehouse—he delivered his meats from 
the car. 
The first carload arrived last week. 


The firms who had paid the tax wanted 
this new firm to pay the same amount. 

Mr. Royster got wind ofgwhat was 
about to be done to collect thé special tax 
and securing Mr. Alexander Smith as his 
counsel, went to the comptroller genergl. 

Lois official informed him that his busi- 
ness did not bring his house under the law. 
Tax Collector Stewart then ceased proceed- 
ings to collet the tax. 

Mr. Royster then notified the local firms 
who had bought the meat that they. could 
begin unloading it. But the others were 
watching, and it was necessary for Sheriff 
Morrow to go down before the car could be 
opened. The cold-storage firms then had 
their attorney, Mr. T. A. Hammond, to go 
before the comptroller general. He _ suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an order to enforce the 
fi. fa. of $500, and the car of meat was 
again locked up. Mr. Royster made an- 
other trip to the comptroller general. At- 
torney General Little was called in, and to 
him Mr. Alex Smith argued the case. Then 
the attorney general decided that Messrs. 
George Fowler, Son & Co., limited, were 
not amenable to the law imposing their 
license tax, by reason of their sales being 
made direct to purchasers whose orders 
were filled, invoiced and drawn for direct 
from Kansas City. 

The sheriff then unlocked -the car, and 
the meat was delivered. 

The question is a highly interesting one, 
and the case has attracted a great deal of 
importance. The decision is of great inter- 
est to the dealers in western beef, and may 
result in some interesting changes. 

Meantime, Mr. Royster is happy.

Expresses an Opinion Upon the Shoot-

DECLARING IT PREMEDITATED MURDER. 


The Inquest and Ite Result—Ed Holland 
Has Another Charge Against Him. 
Funeral of Mr. Cassin Today. 


Premeditated murder. 

That is the verdict of the coroner’s jury 
in regard to the slaying of Alph Cassin. 

And they futher recommend that Ed Hol- 
land be held pending further investigation. 

Immediately after the inquest, Coroner 
Davis ordered Holland to be turned over 
to the sheriff. Before that was done, So- 
licitor Charley Hill fixed his bond at $1,000. 

But later Holland was held on the charge 
of murder. 

As soon as Mr. George Cassin heard of 
the solicitor’s actions. his attorney, Captain 
William Bray, came rushing into the police 
station. 

“Ts young Holland here yet?” he asked 
quickly. 

“Yes, 
| 

‘Well, don’t release him,’’ interrupted the 
attorney. “Will bé back directly with a 
warrant.” 

And the lawyer left with Mr. Cassin. 

At the same time Mr. Ed Holland, Sr., 
was busy arranging bond for his son, who 
confidently expected his freedom within the 
next hour. 

He was doomed to disappointment. 
Shortly before 4 o’clock, Captain Bray re- 
turmed and handed Station House Keeper 
Foute a paper. It was a warrant sworn 
out against Ed Holland by the brother of 
Porter Stocks’s victim, charging him with 
murder, 

A few minutes later, the young: man’s 
father entered and he was informed of the 
action that had been taken. He was then 
powerless to assist his son. 

Later in the day young Holland was 
carried to Fulton county jail. He was 
placed in a cell-in the stone with the rest 
of the prisoners. 

Porter Stocks was transferred from up- 
stairs and put in the same apartment. 

But not in the same cell. 

Just what steps Colonel Reuben Arnold, 
their attorney, will take has not yet been 
decided upon.

A Letter fr6m Mr. J. W. Rounsaville. 

Mr. J. W. Rounsayille, of Rome, Ga.,a 
wholesale grocer and cotton factor of long ex- 
perience and a business man of Sagacity, writes 


The Constitution as follows: 

Rome, Ga., March 21.—Editor Constitution: I 
notice with one that Mr.S.M.Inman has 
asked Colonel Nesbitt for figures on his state- 
ment that cotton can be raised, under certain 
conditions at 344 cents per pound. We will all be 
gladto see the figures,as such statements are 
calentated todo us much harm with those who 
know but little of practical cotton making but 
have « creat dealtodo with fixing the price of 
Our ps. at staple. 

Coione!l Nesbitt also furnishes a statement from 
Captain Corput of what he has done, While Cap- 
tain Corput’s statement is no doubt true, when 
you take into consideration the facts of the 
thorough and long continued efforts to build up 
thisiand toa cundition to produce this heavy 
yield, it has about as much todo with the prac- 
tical cost of cotton raising a8 an answer a litile 
school boy gave me to a question I asked him 
about ahorse. Isaid: ‘‘My son, if a horse can 
run a mile in two minutes, how far will he run in 
ten hours?” The little fellow sat down and 
figured a while and answered: ‘‘Three hundred 


- Khiles,’’ 


Mathematically the little fellow was correct, 
but practically he was about as far from what a 
horse could do as some of these “herse lot’ 
farmers are from what the average farmer can do. 

Such land as Captain Corput has will rent for 
one-third the cotton it will produce. So !et’s 
place Captain Corput on this land asa tenant, and 
take his gross receipts from twenty-eight acres, 
to-wit: $1,185.90. @educt expenses $658.36 ; rent 
$595.30, ana he will have $152.24 net gain. This 
allows nothing for his intelligent superintend- 
ence ; nothing for wear on his tcols and machinery; 
nor does it consider the depreciation of his mules 
nor the feed of them the remainder of the year. 

Suppose Captain Corput Lad made what the 
average land of the state, with average manage- 
ment would have made, say from ten to fifteen 
bales, what would it have cost him? Fully 8 
cents, 

There is ao question in my mind but what every 
pound of cotton raised east of the Mississippi 
river costs our farmers, to pay them fairly for 
their work, stock, tools, and keep their lands up, 
19 ggg! yl pound, and the tenant class probably 
more it does not, then what is the matter 
with the country? Why are the majority of our 
farmers in debt, and why do they have to buy, 
year after year. their mules and supplies on 
credit? 

Our people had just as well iook the question 
square in the face, and make it a rule, whenever 
cotton goes below 10 cents, to quit raising it and 
plant something else. 

They live bard. work hard, and the power to 
betrer their condition lies in their own hands.

The next meeting of the association will 
be held in its new hall in the Hillver build- 
ing. The new hall will be nicely fitted up 
and is well adapted for the uses of the 
association.

GOING TO GRIFFIN. 


The Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry 
All Go In, 


AND A GRAND ENCAMPMENT FOLLOWS, 


It Is Found That Not Only the Cavalry, 
but the Artillery Can Have Admission 
to the State Encampment.’ 


The cavalry companies of Georgia will 
encamp this year with the infantry com- 
panies down at the state military encamp- 
ment at Griffin. 

This, at least, if the advisory board at 
its next meeting, to be held in April, will 
endorse the proposition which Quarter- 
master General West has made out to 
present to them. 

Colonel West has gone to a good deal of 
trouble to get the cavalrymen in the en- 
campment. Last year, it will be re 
membered, they were left out, on account 
of the enormous expense of transporting 
the horses for the troops to and from the 
encampment at Chickamauga. 

For this reason the encampment was 
held near Savannah, because most of the 
troops of the state are in the southern 
part of the state. 

Colonel W. W. Gordon had charge of 
the cavalry encampment, and it was run 
entirely apart from the infantry. 

This, of course, was rather unsatisfac- 
tory on all sides—not that the cavalry en- 
campment was not a suecess, for it was a 
success of the most brilliant style—but be- 
cause it would be far better to have in- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery all at the 
saine camp, for mutual benefit and mutual 
enjoyment. 

Colonel West's Proposition. 


Colonel West has been figuring out the 
costs of the cavalry at Griffin, and finds 
that he can work them in if the advisory 
board will acquiesce. 

He has found that the board can pay the 
transportation of the troops and _ their 
horses, and allow them 50 cents per capita 
a day and 3O cents for their horses, with 
which to buy food supplies. 

This can be done, provided the companies 
only be allowed to bring forty-two men, as 
was the ease last year. 

Colonel West says soldiers are only paid 
$11 a month, and live very nieely on the 
allowance, and he sees no reason why the 
men ut the camp cannot be supported in 
rations at the rate named above. I ifty 
cents a day means $1lo a month, and 30 
cents a day for each horse means $Y a 
month for the animals. This seems to be 
a liberal enough allowance. 

Colonel We ‘st thinks there will also be 
enough money in the encampment fy 3 
allow the artille ‘ry to enter too. In 
it begins to seem that G eorgia will have an 
encaminpment that is thorough in_ every 
respect, with all her infantry, cavalry and 
artillery on thre field for sham battles and 
drills on dress parade. 

This is as it ought to be. 

The Colored Soldiers Aren’t in It. 

Severai applications have been receited 
by Adjutant General Kell from companies 
of colored infantry, asking if they will be 
allowed in the encampment this year. 

To these inquiries the adjutant general 
has given a negative answer. He says 
this being the first vear of the permanent 
encampuent at Grifln, and only $25,000 
appropriated for holding it, he doesn’t see 
how it is possible ry accommodate the 
colored companues. 

The truth is, not all of the white com- 
panies, perhaps, can have a full represen- 
tation in camp. 

The law establishing the permanent en- 
campment states that “ine volunteer 
forces of Georgia will be admitted,” and, 
under such a general head, the negro com- 
panies claim that they are to be included. 
It is not the law, but necessity that shuts 
them out, however. 

At Griffin Today. 


Quartermaster General West and As- 
sistant Adjutant General Satterlee will go 
down to Griffin today for the purpose of 
looking after the location of buildings on 
the encampment site. .uey will fix the 
sites for the barracks, and will also ar- 
range for the bath and swimming pools 
to be put in at the proper places. 

Lieutenant Satterlee says the drill 
ground will bea beauty, though hardly as 
good as the one at Chickamauga, for that 
was within the enclosure of a natural am- 
phitheater. 

The encampment is booming.
